the  Canal  into  tlint  Itivt  r  thi;  better  for  tlie  transit,  and  if  the  Lake  navitration  can 
besp'ired  alto!i;,'thei',  suri'ly  tlie  <'nter|(rize  must  be  greatly  ben"fitted  by  eueh  aa 
avoidence.

I  mean  those  (A'  Toronto,  the  key 
of  the  ]S'ortli-wi  sf  country.  And  here  I  will  ag.iin  ret'er  you  to  another  portion 
of  the  oj.inion  ailvjinei'd  by  the  Toronto  pros,  as  .showing  tho  value  und  importance 
of  the  unde.rb'Uiing,     The  '  Colonist'  renmrks  : — 

"  Wo  are  told,  that  over  and  :ibove  the  tract  of  .50,()(»()  sijuare  miles,  which 
has  in  twenty  oiM  years  nnide  Chicago  what  -he  now  is — the  chief  jirimary  grain 
port  of  tlic  world— there  is,  on  its  v/cst  and  north-west,  a  fertile  and  inviting 
territory  equal  to  a  do/cn  Oliios,  just  wainiing  into  life  and  ])roduc'tivi'ne.-s,  all 
of  which  muM,  pay  tril^uto  either  to  Lake  iMichigan,  Huron  or  Superior;  and 
therc'foro  to  the  CeiU'gian  Camd.

What  of  the  Lake  o£ 
the  Woods  and  Luke  Winniix';,'?  What  ofthc  tens  of  thousands  of  milesofunappro- 
priated  g.'irden-huids  on  the  Saskatchewan,  ami  its  noi'thern  and  suthern  boundsl 
Might  not  these  va.st  regions  justify  very  large  spcclatious  respecting  the  trade 
that  must  pass  Toronto  on  its  way  eastwards." 

"  Now!  wish  to  know,  why  the  advantages  contemplated  here,  which  are 
open  to  all  may  not  be  sought  by  us,  if  riches  are  to  be  acipured  by  means  of  con- 
necting any  portions  of  our  waterr,  with  the  wati-rs  of  Huron,  why  should  we  not 
exort  our  energies  to  make  that  point  of  connection  the  ]}ay  of  Qumte,  if  the 
riches  anticipated  arc  really  to  be  obtained  iis  jx.inted  out,  if  it  is  a  matter  for 
the  consideration  of  Canada,  why  would  it  not  pay  our  peoide  and  our  County  to'

Trent,  and  tlicncc  to  Ihc  Hay.  I  in;«i>t  tliat  wc  arc  hoiiinl  lo  lake  a  Htc|)  in  this 
direction,  ami  I  also  in^i-'t  Ilia)  our>  is  ihe  inillct  wliieli  rfui  he  conNtiMieted  at  tho 
h'ast  c(wt  to  the  pidtiie,  and  willi  a  |jjrcater  dejrree  of  |iii'liaMe  <(ini|iletioii.  And 
to  use  til"  word  '  of  (iiir 'roi'dtito  tVieml,-,  I  a.~k  i<  noi  all  ( 'niiairi  cijinilU'  inlen-.-^tt'd, 
what  is  wantinj;  !■' eoni|ili  te  llie  ehaia  <il'('anadiaii  Canals,  hut  Mjch  a  link  hetwoon 
tho  I  Jay  of  (,)uinti'  and  lake  iJiiron,  as  slmll  cnalilr  Montr'al  and  (^uehec  to 
coinjiete  with  New  York,  lii.'tl'alo  atnl  ( )swego.

4>f  improvement,  productions  and  opportimities  for  enterprise.

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nlj-i -ent  and  surronn  lin^•  (•o'ii!tr\',  and  slu'wino- that  the  line  as  now  siir- 
Veved  a  :d  e-tiina'etj  ;>i  not  only  the  liio--t  di.ect  tliat  c;!li  he  found,  hut  iho 
one  moM  cal  "I'a  <'d  t  >  dcMf'opc  the  i('-oiirc('><  of  the  fertile  and  valuable 
coiiilrv  ill  o;ij,'li  which  it  passes,  I  would  he^' to  tct'ci-  your  Kxcelleiicv  to 
t".i(>  a  •co;llllall^■lI!^•  ^■ell«'  al  plan  which  I  lia\<'  had  coiiqiilcd  (bv  Mr.  F,  P. 

S.)  to  sin- \  the  w  lioli'  line  at  one  view,  with  the  ditleient 
Avo.'ks  p  (ijio-c!  to  rciiilc;' ilie  whole  U'l.  ilivihle.  hy  which  it  will  h(i  seen, 
that  f  (>m  the  I'ay  ot'f^niiite  to  Lake  IIii:oii,  the  geiie.al  diicction  of  the 
(■oiniiiunicationt  iiiainlaiiis  a  pictly  straii>iit  course — that  assuniing  tlie 
section  r  oiii  hake  Simcoe  lo  Huron  as  pradieahle,  and  wlii(di  I  extietnely 
I'en-  ct  was  not  in  iiiv  |><»wei',  on  account  of  the  advanced  sta'e  of  the  season 
to  have  examined,  ;is  stated  by  your  I'lxcelleiicy  as  desiiahle.  when  I  lasl 
had  the  lioiio;'  of  an  iii'eiview,  and  with  whi(di  intention,  I  did  pioceed  to 
the  N'a'.'iows  of  Lake  Simcoe.  foiii  the  Talhot  Iviver,  when  the  d'.tHculfy 
of  p  ocurii:L>'a  projier  canoe  ami  c:ew,  and  arcommodation  proper  for  the 
excursion,  (having  h'fl  my  canoe,  i^-c.  at  the  Talbot,  to  complete  some 
measirements,  under  an  a^s  stant.)  adiled  to  the  apprehension,  which 
afle 'wards  tmiH'd  out  to  he  well  founded,  of  being  fio/en  up  in  some  of  my 
ope  ation>;  helow.  res(»lved  me  (then  tlie  oth  of  Xovembei',)  to  abandon  the 
tadc  ;  hut  still  I  had  the  satisfiction  of  gleaning  a  considerable  deal  of 
infoi'inatioii  f  om  the  kindness  of  an  indivi<lnal  m  ( )ril!a,  wjio  is  much 
in'ei'este  1  in  the  furtherance  of  the  grand  ol)ject — and  in  tlie  jiernsal  of 
a  Report,  d'.awn  up  by  an  ( )lHcer  of  luigineers,  on  tln^  state  of  the  Severn 
Hive/,  a!'d  whi(di  tVom  the  f/cnri-a/  description  therein  gi\-en,  wcuild  a]»pear 
to  he  not  more  sectioiialU'  objectionable  tV)r  impr«»\emeiit,  than  what  lias 
been  met  with  on  the  lowei"  sections  of  the  route — the  (Utference  of  level, 
as  already  state<l.  being  about  110  ft. 

I  wi')ulil  a'so  state  that  1  had,  at  the  same  time,  an  o]iportunity  of 
jT'iining  inf  )rmati(>H  as  to  the  |)i'ojected  route  (by  a  Mr.  l^(nde,)  from 
Shiiigh'  r>ay,  but  whiidi  f.'om  tin  general  ])rinciple,  as  J  understood  the 
description,  nea.'lv  double  the  lo(d<age  would  hav(^  to  be  encountered,  than 
by  a  g  'adiial  dest-ent ;  besich's  judging  from  past  ohservation  and  experience, 
and  siudving  the  course  of  nature  in  her  nndtijdied  arrangements,  it  ever 
appea  s  that  the  low<'-.t  jtass  between  any  two  se(;ti<Mis  of  country  is 
gene. 'ally,  ifnotalwavs  indicated  by  the  greatest  discharge  of  water — 
Jiltough,  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  one  in  all  cases  not  to  he  avoided,  the. 
route  may  he  somew  hat  circuitous.  1  would,  therefor<'  be  disjitKscd  to  hazard 
the  opinion,  that  (Mther  hy  the  Severn  or  \ottaw;(saga  Rivers  must  he  the 
line  of  <'onimunii'ation,  niih.'ss  the  lattei'  Ijc  intei'cepted  from  Lake  Simcoe 
bv  a  considerable  height  (tf  lan.d,  which  I  lia\e  not  had  an  oj)p()rtunity 
of  examining  ;  in  suj)port  of  which  liy|)otliesis,  and  whi(di  I  eonsid(;r  by 
no  me.aiis  problematical,  I  woidd  refer,  as  an  example,  to  the  country  lying 
between  Pe':erl)oro'  and  Cheinong  Lake,  around  whi(di  tlie  River  ()tanabee, 
tJu^  main  outlet  f'om  these  wa'ers  down  the  Trent,  iSic,  make  such  a 
circuitous  bend  of  no  less  than  2.'}  miles — that  having  traversed  the  country

have  just  Imd  the  honor  to  examine, — I  shall  use  my  hcst  en(lea\'ours  to- 
'.onij)ly  witlv  the  task. 

Av*  the  orreat  ohjeet  of  Internal  ImprovcMnont  tliroui:-h  ar.y  country,  is- 
to  afford  the  means  of  c]iea]>  an<l  expeditious  ti'ansport  for  the    r<'sources 
thereof,  and  to  afford  the  o])portunity  of  connectinii*  the  most  distant  points 
i)f  fertility  and  seenes  of  industry  and  entei-])rise  witli  theii'  rcs|)ective  marts, 
it  follows  that  the  slioi-test  and  most  available  route  for  such  an  ohjoetmust 
be  tlie  si)i('-qu')-i)0}i-dafa  upon   whitdi   to  start — and   which,   willi    a    due 
re<ifard  to  the  local  interests  at  the  same  time  throuo-h  which  such   line  of 
ex>inmunication  may  jtass,  for  the  develop<'ment  of  the  resources  ofwc.'alth 
and  enterprise,  in  which  every  section  abounds,  jiave  been  the  ivn-ii];ititi<ir 
principles  in  the  selections  made,  and  which  I  tiatter  myself  will  be  found 
•mequaled  in  any  other,  in  a  i>'eoo;i-a])hical  jioint  of  view,  viz.  the  adbrdinir 
:i  t]u>mu<i^h  ( ommunic.-ition  fov    the  ])rodnce    of  the    Western   countries 
horderino- on  Lakes  Simcoe,   Huron  and   Micdiipui — particularly   Illinois, 
Indiana,  Micliio-;in,  and  Huron   Territories,  and  partially  Ohio — all    risinnr 
rapidly  into  the  first  scale  of  commercial  iin])ortance,  in  their  ri(di  ])roduc- 
tions  now  ])Ourin<>"  down  tlie  ra])idsof  Detroit  and  St.  (Mair,  from  an(]  across 
those  immense  inland  seas  into  Lakes  Erie  and  Ontario,  and  l)y  the  famed 
speculation  of  the  Erie  I'anal,  which  was  at  lirst,  and  for  lonix,   considei'ed 
to  be  so  chimerical  an  nndertakin<4  ;  but  now  (kMnaudiuii',  from  the  conse- 
quent develo])ement  of  tliose   fertile    reu'ions,  increase<l  dime^nsiojis — still 
however,  subject  to  the  inconvenience  of  suc.li   very  liazardous  cir-cnmnavi- 
f^ation,  as  a  sin!:>'le  sj^lance  at  tlui  map  of  tlu^  rrovitvce  and  adjoi/iinijj  States 
will  dc^nonstrate,    and  which  every  season  atbvrds  fresh   instances  of,  thft 
melancholy   occurrences,  in    the    many  shii)wrecks  and    loss  of  life    ,ind 
property  in  consequence,  uuist  ]M,>int  out  as  an  ulterior  objiH't  to  bcii'ai/ied, 
that  the  tide  <^f  the    Western   trade,   at  least   a  u;reat  proportion  thereof, 
would  naturally  find  its  way  by   the,  safer,  more   cx]>(M|itious    and  certain 
route,  the  (Jeorgian  l>ay,  and  from  thence  <lown  through  the  now  proj)o,sed 
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line  <tf  (•nniiiiuiiifilioii,    liy    Lnkc  Simcoc,  flui   Nvatrrs  of   tlio    Xowcnstla' 
i^isf  rict,  and  the  Hay  of  (^'liiilc.

impro'.ements,  as  a  matter  of  course,  should  he  c()ntonij)la'ot|  in  connection 
with  thoH' outlets,  partictdarly  the  most  practical  and  availahle  for  li'onoral 
])urpose-;  of  coimnorco,  althon^'h  when  the  n'i^'antic  improvements  on  the 
St.  Lawicnco  are  completed,  she  must  stand  unri\alled  in  tlie  annals  of 
internal  naviu^ation  in  point  of  man'iiitude  of  construction — and  which,  of 
oourso,  is  intondod  to  draw  the  Western  trade  in  that  channel,  which  tho 
iiitondi'd  iiiipr()\-einen!stVom  the  IJav  of  (»)uinte  to  Lake  Iluion  itinsf  insure... 

To  the  lo;':il  advantaixf-*  which,  from  the  extent  of  country  traverso(l, 
may  with  proi)rioty  ho  called  iiationa/,  it   would  almost  he  prosnmj)tuous 
to  sot  limits,  and  in   which  I  conceive  I   ain   homo  out  iti  the  if-rtrospective- 
glance  of  tho  rapid  strides  now  niakini;  towardssettlemont  rind  dovelope^mont 
— I  may  say  from    tho  Uay  of  (^ainte   to' Laki^' Vliiron^  under  the  most 
untoward   and  inconvenient  circunistancrs  a  voune-  coinitrv  could   oxnoct 
to  prou,'"oss — latid  locked  with  the  worst  of  roads,  where   such    exist,  and 
eijually  so,  with  th(>  present  state  of    tho  river  and    lakes   in  their  several 
insurmouiital)!o  raj)ids,  to  any  description  ofcrafthut  thofia^ahdjaik  canoe,, 
and  tiiatontyin   doscondiiiii' — tho   iinprovomoiit    of   wiiicii   latter   would. 
(ni(|ucstioiial)ly  unfold  tho  ro^ources  in  a  rati"  I  should  he  at  a  loss  to  name, 
was  such  an  outlet  atlbrded. 

To  a:u^riculture,  the  o-ivat  stand-hy  of  any  country,  I  would  add  tlie 
ininioiise  increase  in  the  article  of  luml)er.  of  all  descriptions  now  cai'riod  on 
toa  very  limited  extent  (hy  a  fowof  those  outorjirisinu;, hardy  s|ieculators,with 
whicji  tho  country  so  copiously  ahounds,)  ])ai-ticularly  in  tho  article  of.  staves, 
for  which  ahundanco  of  tho  finest  oak  exists,  untouched  and  unvisit'?<l  but 
hy  the  Indian — alfordino-,  with  an  outlet,  unlimit'^d  scope  for  individual 
ontoi'priso  throui^hont  tho  whole  lino  of  communicf.tion,  to'say  notliin<j;  of 
the  vast  importanco  in  point  of  setth.'iiient  of  those  fine  districts,  hordorin*^ 
on  and  ;'»dja:'ent  to  the  several  extensive  lakes,  and  whi(di  iiave  of  Into 
drawn  the  attention  of  wealth  and  onterprise  to  their  shores. 

Of  tnie  honoHt  to-be  derived  fn^in  tho  eponinjij  of  the  Trent  above,  it 
may  bo  couceived  superlhious  to  ae-ain  refer,  liavintr  been  discussed  in  my 
former  ro]»orto;i  that  river  and  it.«^'contributarios--and  would  hut  brieily  aijain 
refer  to  the  importance  of  baving.an  outlet  for  the  wares  of  the   Marmora 
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rnni  \\'i»i'ks.  so  imi!-li  ri'i|iiir(':l  in  ;i  \\<-\\'  i-iiiiiitr\-.  mikI  wliirli  may  lie  viewed 
ill  a  jKililii'.'il  <»i'  iia'loiial.  a-' \v('!l  a^  ciinmiriciMl    liu'iit.

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^alls  loudly  foi-  protection,  together  witli  the  general  .•irgunient,  that  where 
Hither  nature  or  art,  by  accident,  may  luivo  contributed  j:o  much  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Scn.r^oi.;  Jitivc-r  and  Lake,  that  no  oj^poi-tunirv  sh-ndd  bo  lot  slip 
<>t  improvinj.-  the  advantajj^os  s(<  otfored,  and  whicli  I  do  believe  in  this  case 
stand  unrivalled,  ati  an  instance  of  what  may  be  accomitlisliod  aa,  little 
expense. 

_  Having  thus  endcavourod  to  lay  before  Your  Excellency  the  result  of 
the  mvestigati<;n  with  which  I  have  had  the  lionor  to  be  entrusted,  I  irusv 
that  sucli  lias  been  done  with  a  duo  regard  to  the  s})irit  of  niv  instructions, 
and  whei-e  I  may  liave  come  short  of,  or  o\-orsrepped  Buoh,  I  shall  feel  much' 
-dtitifaction  in  aiibrding  any  requibito  explanation .
